ry AVE YOU ever wondered about these 
H words of Jesus? On the surface they 
seem difficult to understand, and even 
more difficult to put into practice. But interpreted 
in a new light they take on new meaning,.and we 
are able to see how they apply to us. 

The reason we do not agree with our adversary 
quickly is that usually we do not recognize who 
or what our adversary is. We think, “Why, I do 
not have an enemy in the world,” but still we 
feel in bondage to sickness, to unhappiness, to 
feelings of regret or bitterness. Have we not often 
said about someone, “He is his own worst 
enemy”? Have we not thought many times, “If 
only I could get myself out of the way, I should 
be able to handle this’ ? Our enemy is not in the 
world but in our inner thought about ourselves. 
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To agree with our adversary does not mean to 
admit defeat, to give in to sickness or poverty, 
to accept unhappiness as our lot, but it means 
to make peace with ourselves, to let go of the 
negative thoughts and feelings that seem to keep 
hoy | US in inner conflict.

For example, our adversary may be a feeling 
of inferiority. Everything we think or do may be 
affected by this adversary, who has cast us into a 
prison that is no less miserable because it is of

No one feels inferior who does not know in 
his own heart that he is only half expressing the 
power that is in him. So to agree with our ad- 
versary, if it is a feeling of inferiority, is to agree 
that our present expression does not begin to 
measure up to our possibilities, to agree that there 
is a divine self in us that is capable of greatness. 
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We cannot remain in bondage to feelings of in- 
feriority when we think of ourselves as spiritual 
beings, when we realize that the very substance 
out of which we are formed is God substance, 
that we have the same Spirit in us that was in 
Jesus Christ. We no longer quarrel with our- 
selves as to why we do not express ourselves bet- 
ter. We begin to think and act from the stand- 
point of Spirit. 

Suppose our adversary is unforgiveness. We 
cannot forgive and forget some wrong that has 
been done us. Until we agree with our adversary, 
until we forgive ourselves for our unforgiveness 
we are in a prison of unhappiness and oftentimes 
of sickness. 

When Jesus answered Peter's question, “Lord, 
how oft shall my brother sin against me, and | 
forgive him? until seven times?’ by saying, “I 
say not unto thee, Until seven times; but, Until 
seventy times seven,” He gave a. law of self- 
preservation. It is so true that we hardly need 
to be reminded that an unforgiving spirit hurts 
us far more than it does the other person. To 
agree with the adversary of unforgiveness quickly 
is, first of all, to forgive ourselves for our unfor- 
giveness. It has been said that to forgive is to give 
for. What have we to give for unforgiveness? We 
have love, the love of God. Even when it seems 
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difficult for us to forgive we know that it is never 
difficult for God to forgive, for God is love. God 
is in us; His love is within us, waiting to be ex- 
pressed. When we affirm that God's love heals 
us and sets us free from unforgiving thoughts, 
when we are able to send out thoughts of love 
and forgiveness to everyone and everything, our 
adversary is vanquished. 

There are those whose adversary is an intolerant 
spirit, even though they may think that their ad- 
versary is the person or condition they are intol- 
erant of. How are we to agree with intolerance 
in ourselves? Like the feeling of inferiority, this 
feeling of intolerance tells us something about 
ourselves. No one can be intolerant who is not a 
perfectionist at heart. He is intolerant because 
persons or things do not measure up to his idea of 
perfection. To agree with this idea of intolerance, 
so that he may be loosed from its bonds, he needs 
to know the truth that perfection is inherent in 
everyone and everything, even though that per- 
fection is not manifested. He may not be able to 
approve of the things he sees or hears, but he 
can approve of the innate perfection that underlies 
appearances. 

When we look at things from the spiritual 
standpoint the intolerante that has hampered our 
thinking, that has kept us from loving and ap- 
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preciating ourselves and others looses its hold on 
us. Our adversary of intolerance is transformed 
into a friend called ‘‘Faith.” 

If our adversary is criticism or condemnation, 
we may feel that the adversary is surely the per- 
son who criticizes us or condemns us. But the ad- 
versary that shuts us away from happiness and 
peace of mind is not the other person, no matter 
how unjust or unfair his criticism. The adversary 
is our Own acceptance of what he says or does and 
our unhappy reaction to it. One way to agree with 
such an adversary is to take the stand that ‘none 
of these things move me,” to know that what 
others think or say about us cannot affect us or 
hurt us so long as we keep our inner peace, our 
inner poise, our feeling of faith in God. When 
gossip reaches our ears, when someone has said 
something unkind about us we shall have con- 
quered our real foe when we have conquered the 
spirit in us that would do battle, when we can 
say within ourselves: ‘Peace, be still, all is well. 
God is with me, God is with us all, and love is 
mightier than anyone or anything that would try 
to hurt or destroy.” 

When you learn to agree with your adversary 
quickly you will even find yourself blessing your 
adversary, for that which has seemed an adversaty 
can point the way to our greatest overcomings.

Question: It is not altogether easy to overthrow 
all beliefs in which I have been brought up. For 
instance, we were taught that Jesus Christ died for 
our sins. Will you kindly explain to me how you 
interpret the forgiveness of sins through Jesus 
Christ ? 

Answer: We have been taught by the church that 
Jesus died for us—as an atonement for our sins. 
By human sense this belief has been materialized 
into a flesh-and-blood process, in which the death 
of the body on the cross played the important 
part... . At the root of the church’s teaching is 
Truth; Jesus of Nazareth played an important part 
in opening the way for every one of us inte the 
Father's kingdom. However, that way was not 
through His death on the cross, but through His 
overcoming death. “I am the resurrection, and the 
life.” 

To comprehend the atonement requires a deeper 
insight into creative processes than the average 
man and the average woman have attained; not 
because they lack the ability to understand, but 
because they have submerged their thinking 
power in a grosser thought stratum. So only those 
who study Being from the standpoint of pure 
mind can ever understand the atonement and the 
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part that Jesus played in opening the way for hu- 
manity into the glory which was theirs before the 
world was formed... . 

We can readily see how a whole race might 
be caught in the meshes of its own thought ema- 
nations and, through this drowsy ignorance of 
the man ego, remain there throughout eternity, 
unless a break were made in the structure and the 
light of a higher way let in. This is exactly what 
has happened to our race. In our journey back 
to the Father’s house we became lost in our own 
thought emanations, and Jesus Christ broke 
through the crystallized thought strata and opened 
the way for all those who will follow Him. 

By so doing He made a connection between our 
state of consciousness and the more interior one 
of the Father. He united them—made them a unit 
—a one, hence the at-one-ment or atonement 
through Him. He stands ready to pass over all 
who will accept His way. That which died upon 
the cross was the consciousness of all mortal be- 
liefs that hold us in bondage—such as sin, evil, 
sickness, fleshly lusts, and death—which He over- 
came.
